Floors  may  have  to  be 
scrubbed  with  a  gritty  cleaning  compound  at  houseclean¬ 
ing  time  to  restore  the  full  richness  of  color.  But  in  any 
case  it  is  a  very  simple  matter  to  preserve  the  original 
freshness  or  restore  it  quickly  in  case  of  neglect.
